The  planting  of  pole  beans  should  be 
delayed  a week  or  more  after  the  first 
planting  of  the  early  dwarf  sorts.  The 
Limas,  being  very  tender,  will  do  better 
if  not  planted  before  the  first  of  May. 
Plant  in  hills  about  three  feet  apart, 
and  one  to  two  inches  deep,  using  five 
or  six  to  each  hill,  and  set  a pole  firmly 
in  the  center.

BED 

Mark  out  rows  for  field  culture  six  feet 
apart  with  a two-horse  plow,  going  twice 
in  a row,  getting  row  as  deep  as  possible 
without  getting  in  the  yellow  soil,  spread 
in  row  good  well-rotted  manure  or  ferti- 
lizer, drop  on  manure  about  ten  inches 
apart  (eye  up)  good  two-year-old  roots, 
cover  with  a hoe  about  two  inches.  In 
about  two  or  three  weeks  the  Asparagus
